All of this has, in a sense, painted the 
vice president into a corner. If he should 
becorne a slashing, accusing Joe McCarthy type, impugning the 
patriotism and anti-Communist position of Jack Kennedy and the 
Democrats, it would hurt him more than help. Too much time and 
effort have been spent in creating the image of the new Nixon. To 
destroy it would incur very real liability. 


Also, Sen. Jack Kennedy is by no means lacking in ability to 
réply. No more preposterous position has ever been taken than that 
of the extremist Chinese lobby groups which try to say that Jack 
Kennedy, a combat veteran and a Catholic, is not strong enough in 
his anti-Communist attitude. Mr. Kennedy, the challenger, already 
has given evidence that he has not overlooked certain unworthy 
innuendoes in this field. At Jacksonville, for example, he said: 


“Mr. Nixon said that Khrushchev never fooled him. Well, I did 
not invite Mr. Khrushchev to travel around the United States with 
Henry Cabot Lodge as a guest of the American people. I didn’t invite 
him to Camp David. I approved of his visit. But whom does Mr. Nixon 
think he fools as he goes around the country casting innuendoes, 
suggesting that we in the Democratic Party are not as devoted to 
the cause of freedom, implying that for some reason or other we 
were fooled by Khrushchev and he understood him all the time. 
I was not the vice president who presided over the communization 
of Cuba. Does anyone think Mr. Nixon was right when, five years 
ago, he said communism is on the decline in Latin America?”’ 


This man Kennedy knows how to fight back. A retaliatory punch 
always is ready. Adlai Stevenson never. mastered the knack of im- 
mediate reply to false innuendoes and charges by candidates Eisen- 
hower and Nixon in 1952 and 1956. But Jack Kennedy strikes back 
before the echo of a charge or innuendo has died. He makes what 
the late Secretary. Dulles described as a massive retaliation. 


It will be interesting to see what Mr. Nixon decides. The national 
committee is being urged to have him get meaner and to campaign 
at a low-gutter level. But there are a few top Republicans who pro- 
test. They have noted that while the vice president has big crowds, 
those of Kennedy generally are larger, and more important, are at 
a peak of near frenzy. 


Dr. Norman Vincent Peale is not too popular with the Repub- 
licans. ‘They feel that when he presided at the anti-Catholic meeting 
of ministers and laymen and then crawled out of it by repudiating 
the statement and saying he had been almost casually present, he 
made it look as if, somehow, the Republicans were holding the bag. 
And, they protest, with accuracy, they had nothing to do with it. 


Hence, this more thoughtful GOP leadership argues that the 
party has plenty of money and brains. It believes that a stepped-up 
campaign in Ohio, California, Illinois, Pennsylvania and other key 
states, with President Eisenhower playing a vigorous role, will be 
more effective than a reversion of the vice president to what has 
been called “the old Nixon.’’ This concept represents the best minds 
on the national committee, but they are under increasing pressure 
from state and district Republican leaders who daily seem more 
worried. It is they who want a dirty, name-calling fight in these last 
two and a half weeks to halt the Kennedy breakthrough.

U.S. To Let 
6 Nations 
Hear Cuba 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United States will inform the 
United Nations this week that 
it is prepared to let a commit- 
tee of six Latin American presi- 
dents investigate Cuba’s invasion 
charges, diplomatic sources said 
Sunday. 


The American action will ‘be 
this country’s answer to Cuba’s 
formal accusation before the U.N. 
General Assembly that the United 
States is conspiring with Guate- 
mala to overthrow Premier Fidel 
Castro’s government. 


A six-nation committee to con- 
ciliate U.S.-Cuban differences was 
established last August by inter- 
American foreign ministers when 
they met at San Jose, Costa Rica. 


The U.S. decision to ask the 
committee to have the presidents 
of the six nations investigate Cas- 
tro’s charges was designed to 
make clear to the world that it 
has no fear of an impartial in- 
quiry. 

President Eisenhower is  ex- 
pected to discuss the U.S. pro- 
posal when he meets Monday with 
Mexican President Adolfo Lopez 
Mateos. His country is a member 
of the committee. 


Other members are Brazil, 
Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica and 
Venezuela, The presence of Mexi- 
co and Venezuela, both of whom 
have shown open sympathy for 
the Castro regime, is expected to 
underscore the impartiality of the 
group. 

The presidents are not expected 
to undertake the investigation 
personally, informed sources said, 
but they might appoint personal 
representatives. These represen- 
tatives would go on fact-finding 
missions to the three countries 
involved in Castro’s charge — 
Cuba, the United States and 
Guatemala.

Two proposed constitutional amendments which 
would help provide psychiatric personnel for Georgia’s 
new mental health program will be voted on in the Nov. 


8 election. 


Resolutions proposing 
amendments were adopted unan- 
imously by the 1960 General 
Assembly. 

The vote on the proposed amend- 
ments — Numbers 13 and 14 — is 
important for two reasons, say 
mental health leaders. 


First, adoption of the amend- 
ments would encourage physicians 
and others to specialize in the 
mental health field. 


PUBLIC SUPPORT 


And second, the vote will be 
an indication of the public’s sup- 
port of the new mental health 
program. Sustained public sup- 
port is essential, Dr. William 
Rottersman points out, because 
of the enormous expenditures 
which will be required of the 
state if it is to live up to Gov. 
Vandiver’s promise of a mental 
health program ‘‘second to none 
in the nation.” 


Dr. Rottersman, chairman of 
Gov. Vandiver’s Advisory Com- 
mittee on Mental Institutions, al- 
so pointed out that both pro- 
posed amendments have been 
strongly backed by all 
state’s mental health organiza- 
tions and leaders.

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Nixon Seeks a 
Crash Personality 


, The confidence with which Sen. Ken- 
nédy is sailing toward election day re- 
flected itself plainly in the strain shown 
by Vice President Nixon on the fourth 
television debate. 

The vice president’s powerful open- 
ing statement and his clear supremacy 
over Kennedy on the statement of a Cuba 
policy made it look like a Republican 
evening coming up. 

‘But Kennedy's headlong leap into 
strong responses rapidly took the initia- 
tive out of Nixon’s hands and seemed to 
turn his voice hollow. 

Drilling the electorate on his points 
with a pounding emphasis that Adlai Ste- 
venson never mastered, Kennedy pre- 
vailed again. And the hour ended with 
Kennedy on the attack—‘“We can no 
longer stand still”—and Nixon reduced 
to a rather plaintive defense: “We are 
NOT standing still.” 

Kennedy rose to the savage demands 
of the television debates with great 
presence. Mr. Nixon has the sympathy of 
everyone who has ever struggled to think 
on his feet without blinking or swallow- 
ing while a driving competitor stares at 
him, baring those Kennedy fangs in a 
grin of mirthless joy. But Nixon suffered 
heavily by contrast with the rock-hard 
Democrat, who projected a reach and a 
depth that Americans had not sensed 
before. 

These television victories plus funda- 
mental political organization, especially in 
New York, are pressing Kennedy strongly 
toward the presidency while Nixon, sur- 
prisingly ineffective in his campaign 
thus far, struggles to overcome the over- 
zealous help of his friends and put to- 
gether a crash personality on foreign 
policy with just two weeks to do it in.

Prime Minister Nehru of India has 
irfitated some Western leaders lately 
because of his refusal to move off his 
pinnacle of neutralism. 

It has been thought that Nehru was 
bezinning to move toward the Western 
camp earlier this year as a result of Red 
China’s actions on India’s border and the 
overwhelming reception the people of 
India gave President Eisenhower on his 
visit. But Nehru only leaned. He didn’t 
take a step. 

Now Nehru has come out strongly for 
the U.S. policy on disarmament. “It can- 
not take place without controls,” he 
said. 

If neutralism is to be a true force in 
world politics it must be positive. If 
Nehru can, by being a neutral, get the 
African and Asian nations to line up be- 
hind him on issues such as this it will be.

Vote ‘Yes’ on No. 7 
To Aid Development 


Amendment No. 7 to be voted on by 
Georgians in the Nov. 8 general election 
deserves approval. It would enable the 
General Assembly to establish an Indus- 
trial Development Commission to make 
loans available to industrial development 
agencies throughout the state. 

The amendment does indeed give the 
Assembly a new power to tax. But it 
also provides for loans, not grants, to 
local industrial development agencies and 
thus should enable the commission to set 
up a revolving fund to assist with local 
development problems. 

Results of this amendment, as of 
others, would depend upon how such a 
program were administered. It does not 
provide specifically, for instance, just 
how much local communities would be 
requited to participate. And the method 
by which taxpayers’ funds would be pro- 
tected is not spelled out in detail. 

These factors will have to be deter- 
mined by the General Assembly in im- 
plementing the amendment. Without 
proper application, it lends itself to 
abuses which could end in colossal waste. 

But the purpose of the amendment is 
good and if applied on a: basis of help- 
ing those communities willing to help 
themselves and on sound business prin- 
ciples would be beneficial. Let’s approve 
it.

Too Many Cities Shun 
This Bargain in Health 


Dr. J. M. Hawley of Columbus, a den- 
tal member of the State Board of Health, 
made some excellent points at the Geor- 
gia Dental Association meeting at Sa- 
vannah. 


1. The number of Georgians drinking 
from fluoridated water supplies would 
double if Atlanta, Savannah, Columbus 
and Macon would convert their water 
systems. 


2. It is expensive not to fluoridate be- 
cause the failure to do so deprives chil- 
dren of life-long dental benefits. The cost, 
he said, is one of the best health bargains 
available—about 10 to 15 cents per year 
per person. 


3. This is the ninth year that the 
Georgia Dental Society, the Georgia De- 
partment of Public Health, the Medical 
Association of Georgia and other medi- 
cal and scientific groups have endorsed 
fluoridation. 

Although approximately 70 Georgia 
communities have fluoridated their water 
supplies, it is shameful that cities which 
are progressive in other ways choose to 
neglect snapping up a time-tested method 
of protecting the teeth of their children.

Will Soustelle’s Party 
Help or Hinder France? 


Nothing has plagued France more in 
this century than its multiplicity of po- 
litical parties. 

During the °’30s American tourists 
could joke that they “went to London to 
see the changing of the guard and to 
Paris to see the changing of the cabinet.” 

Ministers continued to topple after the 
war. The reason in the post-war world, 
as it had been in the prewar world, was 
that narrowly based parties were not able 
to provide working majorities in the par- 
liament for their leaders. 

For that reason, the formation 
recently of a new party by ex-Gaullist 
Jacques Soustelle must be viewed with 
some doubts. Are we about to see the 
same old story begin again? 

It is possible, of course, that Soustelle 
can create a party that is a real one in 
the American sense. That is, one that is 
dominated by a point of view and not by 
an issue. Should that prove to be true, and 
France’s political life become one in 
which there were only Gaullists and anti- 
Gaullists, it should be the best thing that 
could happen to our ally.

Ike Is the Key 
To a Nixon Win 


WASHINGTON—Richard M. Nixon and Henry 
Cabot Lodge are really reaching most of all for 
the independents. It is Dwight Eisenhower who 


actually carries the main Republican burden—and also the main Re- 


publican hope—of going out after 
Lodge presidential ticket. 

This describes the ultimate Re- 
publican presidential campaign 
plan as the last showdown—elec- 
tion day itself—now approaches. 
In broad and strategic terms the 
Republican position is now seen 
about like this: 

1. The Republican rank and file 
is considered to have remained 
faithful, on the whole. There are 
admittedly troublesome areas, as, 
for example, in the urban parts of 
upstate New York. In such as 
these, some normally Republican 
Catholics are turning to the Dem- 
ocratic candidate, John Kennedy, 
in anger at attacks on the re- 
ligion they share with Sen. Ken- 
nedy. 

Nothing much can be done about 
this by the Nixon people—who 
have from the start been telling 
the plain truth in insisting they 
never wanted “the religious is- 
sue.” 

There is, however, some off- 
setting factor in this. A wide farm 
belt discontent with the Repub- 
licans, which could have deeply 
endangered Nixon, has been at 
least to some extent neutralized 
by that same “religious issue.” 
Some farmers who would other- 
wise have gone Democratic in 
protest at Eisenhower adminis- 
tration farm policies will not do 
so because Kennedy is a Catho- 
lic.

All the same, this is, 
in the minds of the Republican 
pros, their best possible field of 
concentration. 

3. For there is every evidence 
that if any Republican can cut 
deeply into the 6-to-4 Democratic 
registration bulge it is President 
Eisenhower. 

No Republican manager sup- 
poses the old “Eisenhower magic” 
can be wholly transferred to 
Nixon. But these managers do 
suppose that enough can be 
“rubbed off on Dick’ to assist 
him materially among on-the- 
fence Democrats. 

This, at any rate, is the whole 
basic reasoning behind the Presi- 
dent’s current “nonpolitical” 
speaking trip. And the old-line 
orthodox Republicans are happy 
at last that the President for 
eight years has been what, in 
angry frustration, they used to 
call so blankey-blank unpartisan.

NEW YORK W—A freak play by a third-string center and a 
controversial last-gasp field goal saved the hides of mighty lowa 
and Mississippi as 11 of the nation’s major college football teams 
passed the season's halfway mark Saturday with unspoiled records. 


Except for these two pace-setting Giants, Nos. 1 and 2 in the 
national rankings, most of the big boys came through rather handi- 
ly. Form was the keynote. The various conference races and early 
bowl pictures were brought into sharper focus. 


lowa won its fifth straight game with a 21-14 victory over pur- 
due—and the crowning blow was an 84-yard scoring run with a 
bumble by a lowly sophomore sub, Dayton Perry. 


Mississippi, edged out of the top spot in the Associated Press 
standings last week by lowa, squeezed out a 10-7 triumph over 
Arkansas at Little Rock on a 39-yard field goal by Allen Green 
which barely beat the closing gun. 


Frank Broyles, the Arkansas coach, complained bitterly that 
his team was robbed. He said the kick missed the uprights. The 
Ole Miss coach, Johnny Vaught, and Green both insisted it w 
good. So Mississippi's sixth victory became a tainted one. 


The other nine teams with unbeaten-untied records are Navy, 
Missouri, Utah State and New Mexico State, six triumphs each, and 
Syracuse, Minnesota, Baylor, Yale and Rutgers, five.

HITS AT CASTRO 


“The Dixiecrats are not entirely 
at fault in the delay’’ of integra- 
tion in the South, he said. He 
placed much of the blame on 
Southern Negroes who did not 
try hard enough to secure their 
“Constitutional rights.” 


Speaking of world affairs, Mar- 
shall said, “If we had Castro as a 
friend, we wouldn’t need any 
enemies,” then blasted Castro 
and Nikita Khrushchev for their 
“propaganda” visit to the Har- 
lem district of New York City 
two weeks ago. 


Marshall praised the newly-inde- 
pendent government of Nigeria 
for refusing the Russians permis- 
sion to establish an embassy 
there, and talked much of the 
“new spirit in Africa that we have 
forgotten in this country.” 


Marshall was introduced by Aus- 
tin T. Walden, Atlanta attorney, 
who left immediately to speak at 
a Democratic Party gathering at 
Orlando, Fla., later in the day.

Painful Sole Warts 
Are Easily Removed 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Mr. Molner: What about ‘plantar’s warts’? Mine first 
showed up about eight or nine years ago.~Trimming them gives 
only temporary relief, and looser shoes and hose are not the 
answer. Is surgery advisable? I do not like to make a moun- 
tain out of a molehill, but I am afraid if the condition gets 
worse, I will find it impossible to walk.—Mrs. L.M.S. 


You are having much more dif- 
ficulty with these warts than is 
usual. But even for a relatively 
short time, compared té your ex- 
perience, plantar’s warts can be a 
miserable experience. 


Anyone with this trouble knows 
that a “molehill’’ on the sole of 
the foot feels like a mountain—a 
sharp, pointed, painful mountain, 
after you've walked on it. 


PRESSURE BAD 


Plantar warts are so named 
simply because they are on the 
plantar surface, meaning the sole. 


So far as we can determine, 
plantars are like other warts ex- 
cept that they are on the sole of 
the foot, and since this places 
your weight on the warts, the 
pressure forces them to grow 
deeper into the tissues. Often a 
callus forms over the wart.

contagious. 


EASY TO REMOVE 

The warts themselves can be 
destroyed easily enough. The 
problem is to do it with the least 
damage to surrounding tissues 


and the least possible interfer- 
ence with walking. 


There are different methods for 
removing warts, probably dozens 
if you count them all — freezing 
with solid carbon dioxide or liq- 
uid air, nitrogen or oxygen; de- 
struction with electric needle un- 
der local anesthesia; touching 
with fuming nitric or other acids; 
plasters, and so on. A physician 
usually prefers the method which 
works best for him. 


If a person can’t get rid of all 
of every wart, if there are sever- 
al of them, he or she is pretty 


cal instruction by the doctor on 
the best way of paring or scrap- 
ing away the callus. After all, the 
goal is to be comfortable. 


WORD OF WARNING 


A word of warning: Patients 
with circulatory trouble, diabetes 
or other similar problems must 
be on guard against infection and 
should have their doctors do such 
procedures.

ANSWERS TO QUIZ 


1, South makes a free raise of 
two hearts, intending to bid game 
if North rebids. If South instead 
Says two spades, North will prob- 
ably rebid three hearts. Now 
South will want to go to four 
hearts, although he doesn’t know 
if North bid three hearts because 
he is interested in game or mere- 
ly because he doesn’t like spades. 

2. South bids three no-trump. 
Since a slam is most unlikely, 
there is no point to a three-dia- 
mond response. 


3. South jumps to three no- 
trump. North’s overcalls show a 
hand of opening onetrump 
strength, and South has the 
values for a double raise to game. 


4. South makes his spade game 
by refusing the trump finesse. He 
takes the heart queen with the 
ace and sees a possible loser in 
every suit. The usual trump play, 
lacking five to the queen, is to 


finesse, but South knows that if 
he finesses and loses, West may 
return a club, exposing declarer’s 
club loser before the diamonds 
are established. Then South will 


one. 


Deciarer therefore leads out 
the ace-king of spades, refusing 
the finesse. Next he knocks out 
the age of diamonds, wins the 
club return with the ace and dis- 
cards his losing club on dummy’s 
fourth diamond. He makes game, 
losing a spade, a heart and a dia- 
mond trick.

- In forming dart, start pinning 
at the bust point mark from 
nothing, gradually making it 
wider as you pin toward the 
waist, the widest point. Then 
taper off to nothing at the bot- 
tom. You must use your own 
judgment as to how many darts 
will be necessary. Some need 
four in front and four in back, 
or four in front and two in back. 
Maybe two and two will do it.

The back will have to be pinned 
flat on the table unless you're 
fortunate enough to have some- 
‘one to pin it on you. Make 
darts as in front. Your dress 
may fit perfectly now, but sev- 
eral adjustments will probably 
have to be made. If the dress 
forms wrinkles in the front, it 
is not molded to your figure 
properly. 


Release all darts a bit and 
take in the extra fullness at side 
seams, starting a little above 
the waist and ending a few 
inches below, as previously with 
the darts. After darts and 
seams are stitched, clip both at 
waistline point. This allows 
dress to fall easily over the 
hips, releasing the strain at the 
waist. 


The more elaborate sacks 
cannot be altered so easily. The

Jean Harlow made her first big movie hit when 
Howard Hughes cast her as the man-hungry society 
girl in his air epic, “Hell's Angels,”’ in 1930. The 
“Platinum Blonde’”’ sent millions of women scurry- 
ing to buy bleach preparations. 


Harlow married three times, and none of the 
unions lasted. Her first was at age 16. Then in 1932 
she wed producer Paul Berns. Two months after 
the wedding Berns scribbled a note to her and shot 
himself fatally in the head. The note said: “Dearest 
dear—unfortunately this is the only way to make 
good the frightful wrong I have done you and to 
wipe out my abject humiliation. P. S.—You under- 
stand that last night was only a comedy.”

ARE YOU LISTENING, MR. SUSSKIND? 


TV Lacks Good Writers-Shulman 


By MAX SHULMAN

The noted television in- 
novator, David Susskind, 
has recently been hand- 
ing down a series of pro- 
nouncements to the ef- 
fect that television’s lack 
of boldness and original- 
ity is caused by the 
shortsightedness of net- 
works, sponsors and 
agencies. 

I think Mr. Susskind, the 
noted television trail blazer whe 
gave us a video adaptation of 
“The Bellis 
of St. Mary’s,”’ 
misses the 
point. It is in Be 
the main true Be ie | 
that television aaah 
lacks boldness 
and original- 
ity. It is in the 
main true that 
networks, 
sponsors and 
agencies are 
shortsighted. 

But there is another and far 
more significant reason for the 
current sorry state of television. 

The primary trouble with 
television is' not men of little 
vision among the networks, 
sponsors and agencies. It is 
purely and simply the lack of 
good writers. 

The shortage of good writers 
has been the curse of enter- 
tainment ever since the begin- 
ning of entertainment. In’ An- 
cient Greece the citizens of Ath- 
ens were treated to six plays a 
year; four were bad and one 
was shaky. On modern Broad- 
way something like 100 plays 
come in each year; 90 are bad 
and four are so-so. Book pub- 
lishers issue some 2,500 novels 
each year; 2,300 are bad and 11 
are dirty. Hollywood makes 200 
‘features a year: 164 are bad 
and 21 are remakes. Magazines 
publish 8,000 stories a year; 
year; two are good. 

In books and magazines, on 
the stage and in features, time 
is not of the essence for a 
writer. 


He can dawdie, he can tem- 
porize, he can procrastinate, he 
can wait for the Muse, he can 
sharpen pencils, he can stare 
out the window, he can walk 
his cheetah. He does not have 
to submit his work until he has 
buffed and burnished every syl- 
lable 

And yet, with writers having 
all the time they want, the re- 
sults are still nine out of 10 
times ghastly, Think then how 
ghastly the results must be in 
television where the writer is 
always under the gun. 

What is the solution? Mr. 
Susskind, the noted television 
frontrunner who gave us a 
video adaptation of “‘Body and 
Soul,” harks back nostalgically 
to the good old days of tele- 
vision when live shows predom- 
inated and the air was charged 
with spontaneity and _  excite- 
ment. 

I am older than Mr. Susskind 
(and who is not?) and my 
memory of those early days is 


not so rosy. 

There were, of course, fine 
plays from writers like Chayef- 
ves flossing A salhanpaeresadnen 

most of the live plays were 


rewrite or burn more 


than half the words he has set 
down on paper. 


Television's abundant trou- 
bles are caused by bad scripts, 
not by networks, agencies and 
sponsors taking beautiful 
scripts and reducing them to 
rubble. When a beautiful script 


appears — an occurence almost 
as frequent as Halley’s Comet— 
it not only gets produced, but 


the author is embraced and 
feted and signed for six more 
scripts — all of which will be 
bad. 


Television has been mainly 


dismal, is mainly dismal and 
will be mainly dismal until that 


day when good writers abound 
like lilies of the field. Don’t hold 
your breath.
